CEREMONY AT LA |pIFRICULTIES NOT 
BOISSELLE: INSURMOUNTABLE. 


LA BOISSELLE, Thursday. 

A war memorial erected here to the Scottish 
and Irish Tyneside Brigades was to-day un- 
veiled by Marshal Foch. This memorial com- 
memorates the bravery of these battalions— 
technically the 102nd and 103rd Infantry Bri-| 
gades—of the Northumberland Fusiliers in the 
battle of ‘the Somme, July 1, 1916. 

In view of their losses and the eplendid 
courage displayed by these gallant Tynesiders, 
the Battle and Exploit Memorial Committee 
allowed the claim of the Brigades to have 
a separate memorial from that of their Divi- 
sion (the 34th). 

The memorial, which to-day was covered with 
a profusion of beautiful flowers, consists of a 
bench with a high granite back, erected at a 
point on the outskirts of the village, and from 
it can be viewed the batilefield where the two 
Brigades fought with so much courage on that 
fatal July day and lost so heavily. Let into 
the granite are bronze panels depicting the 
badge of the Northumberland Fusiliers and of 
the Tyneside Scottish and Irish Brigades. 

The Newcastle delegation was headed by the 
Lord Mayor, the Sheriff. and the Town Clerk, 
mn their robes of office, and the distingnished 
gathering of French personages present in- 
cluded, besides Marshal Foch, General Weygand, 
M. Morain, Prefect of the Somme; Genera! 
Philpot, Commander of the Somme District. 
A number of British officers also attended. 

Sir Johnston Wallace, addressing to-day's 
assemblage, explained how the money for the 
raising of the two Brigades became available 
through the generosity of Colonel Joseph Cowen 
and Colonel Sir Thomas Oliver, Chairman of 
the late Tyneside Scottish Committee. He then 
invited Marshal Foch to unveil the memorial. 

Prior to deing so, the Marshal paid a warm 
tribute to the heroism of the Mth Division, 
which, he said, bore the brunt of the fighting 
on the Somme on July 1, 1916, many of its 
men giving their lives for the liberty of the 
world, He praised the fine example that they 
had given in dying for ideals common to both 
peoples of Great Britain and France. 

“You leave us your dead,” concluded the 
Marshal, ' we keep them with reverent honour. 
Their graves are a token of the union of the 
two countries who fought ‘side by side for 
liberty.”’ . 

After the dedicatory Service, the party 
motored to Arras, Newcastle's adopted town, 
for Juncheon. The Lord Mayor of Neweastle

Marshal Foch responded, and the Lord Mayor 
submitted the City of Arras.

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CHANCELLOR'S TASK.

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Telegrams from Salonika report that 
enormous damage has been done in 
Monastir, Macedonia,.by an explosion of 
war material.

Belfast casualty list yesterday was five 
killed and 15 wounded.

John Watket> aged 16, was shot dead in 
Queen street, and Police Constable Logue was 
shot in the arm. 

A police patrol ina motor tender was aitacked 
at the corner of Woodstock street and Compton 
street. A bomb was thrown, but there were 
no casualties. 


BOY’S FORTIPUDE. 

A lad named A. Dempster, living in Sher- 
wood street, was found lying with a shattered 
leg, supposed to have been caused by bomb 
splinters. . Dempster showed ‘extraordinary forti- 
tude when the ambulance arrived. * Don't 
bother with me,” said; ' take the other 
fellow.” 

The “ other fellow ' was G. McMaster, aged 
27, of Pottinger street, who was lying near with 
a bullet weund in the neck. 

During the firing Lily Kelso, aged 17, of 
Edenderry Gardens, was wounded im the leg, 
and James Thompson, aged 10, in the stomach. 

So intense was the firing that the tram eer- 
vice across Queensbridge was suspended early 
in the evening. 

During the forenoon there was shooting in 
Cullingtree road and Northumberland street, 
but no casualties were reported. 

Three persons died from wounds yesterday. 
Daniel Diamond (20), of Vulcan street, suc- 
cumbed to a wound that he received the 
previous night; Sergeant Bruen, R.1.C., who 
was shot last week while trying to prevent a 
raid on a public-house in York street, died in 
the Mater Hospital : and Mary Keenan (15), of 
Marne etreet. who was shot by a sniper on 
Wednesday, died in the same institution. 


SNIPERS’ NEST,

POSITIONS NORTH AND SOUTH. 
The hopes that many Irishmen had reposed 
in yesterday's meeting of the Peace Conference 
at Dublin, have unhappily been disappointed, 
remarks 7 Ae 7'imes editorially.

The attack commenced at 11.20 and continued 
until 12.10 and more than one machine-gun 
was used. Houses in the vicinity were utilised 
by the attackers, and two of the men attached 
to the barrack got into the line of fire on re- 
turning to their headquarters, and had to seek 
shelter behind a steam roller. 

Some of the attackers made an attempt to 
rush the frong gate, and threw a sae of 
grenades through it. The guard replied by 
throwing a grenade at them 

According to another story, two of the 
attackers were assisted away by their comrades, 
and are believed to have been injured. Three 
of the garrison were slightly wounded. 

All the regular 1.R.A. troops were confined to 
barracks from 10 o'clock last night, and had no 
lorries out on the streets after that hour. 

Acting on orders from Commandant Ennis, 
the garrison withheld their fire until they could 
actually see some of their opponents. A num- 
ber of windows. in the barracks was smashed. 
In all, it is estimaved that a couple of thousand 
shots were discharged, but gradually the firing 
died gown, and the aitackers withdrew.

RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE. 
SOUTHERN CLERGYMAN’S

The Rev. Mr. Niell, of Limerick, speaking at 
a Presbyterian meeting in Dublin on Tuesday, 
referred to the situation in that city.
